WILL USE NEW TOWER 

The visiting astronomers of the Solar 
Union, so-called, will he able to use the 
new 150-foot tower on Mt. Wilson de 
s Tilled in a recent article in the News 
While the tower and its full equipment 
will not he ready for use in every detail 
it will ho in such shape that the obser 
vatory scientists expect to demonstrate 
its usefulness a> one of the scientific 
marvels of the age in the advancement 
of M>lar research. The tower was ready 
for its final coating of paint yesterday, 
and the canvas covering will he placed 
about, inclosing it for its entire length. 

When the astronomers reach the peak 
the eoelostat will have been finished 
and brought to the top. Other parts of 
the mechanism will he assembled and 
they will see just how the big machine 
will operate. All that will be lacking 
will be the portions pertaining to the 
photography of the sun. 

The program for the annual convention 
of the International Union for Co-opera 
tion in Solar Research has not as yet 
been prepared. Prof. Sears of the Santa 
Barbara station, who has charge of the 
details, is working on the matter, but 
intil the savants arrive and the various 
committees are able to get down to 
business the final details will not bi 
made public. 

All sessions are to be held on Mount 
Wilson. Already W. P. Hodge of the 
Santa Fe railroad is on his way East 
to meet the European party at Boston. 
There will be one hundred delegates in 
the party. 

On August 50, the delegates will a- 
ccnd .Mount Wilson in time for the open¬ 
ing session. From then on until the 
4th of September they will convene on 
; lie peak, holding the Missions in one of 
the observatory buildings. 

Yesterday’s Examiner contained an ar 
tide telling of the dismay of the Art. 
Wilson scientists over the announce 
rnent, ‘‘just received,” according to the 
Examiner, that the second casting for 
the new 100-inch mirror of the Hooker 
telescope had been broken as the an¬ 
nealing process was started. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact the second glass cast was 
broken several weeks ago and word has 
been received that preparations are well 
advanced for tin* third casting which it 
is expected will be successful. While 
this work is going on at Saint Gohains, 
France, the preparation of instruments 
and apparatus for grinding what will be 
the largest telescope glass in the world 
are going forward at the laboratory in 
Pasadena where all of the work of this 
class is done for the observatory.
